Big Weekend Due In Andover 


Bulging mail sacks marked 
‘Andover, Mass.’’ will be :om- 
ing from hundreds ¢: cum- 
munities throughout New 
Iingland and New York this 
weekend by plane, bus and truck 
to the Internal Revenue Center. 

They will contain more than 
two million Forms 1040-1040A for 
processing at the huge IRS 
Center. Seasonal employees, in- 
cluding scores of Andover and 
North Andover citizens, will aug- 
inent permanent employees to 
begin the processing job as soon 
as the returns arrive. 

Director Frank Browitt reveal- 
ed employees will work Satur- 
day, Sunday and Monday, the 
holiday, on day and night shifts to 
expedite the returns that require 
refunds. 

Director Browitt extimates 
eight of every 12 returns will 
probably require a refund. The 
Service Center is processing 11.8 
inillion Forms 1040-1040A this 
year. Approximately $2.2 billion 
in refunds mailed taxpayers 
throughout the North Atlantic 
Region.

Although Monday is a legal 
holiday in this State it is not a 
lederal holiday, however, 
because it is a legal holiday in the 
state where the Service Center is 
located, taxpayers are allowed 
until April 17 at midnight to file 
their return. 

Despite this, Director Browitt 
said he hopes taxpayers don’t 
wait until the deadline because 
IRS wants to issue the refund 
checks as soon as possible. 

In handling the huge amount of 
inail the Service Center uses 
automatic opening machines 
which slice the bottom of an 
envelope so the contents can be 
easily removed. Four such 
machines enable the Center to 
open 100,000 envelopes an hour. 

The returns are separated into 
districts and opened by 
employees who separate the 
types of returns, staple schedules 
and W-2 forms so they don’t 
become lost. 

The largest load of mail is ex- 
pected Monday when more than 
one million returns are to be 
delivered by postal workers. 

The Service Center, Director 
Browitt revealed, will be 
processing the returns at a rate 
of about 130,000 a day through the 
computers. 

These computers 
inathematically verify all 
returns, including discovering 
inistakes made by taxpayers who 
send the IRS too much money. 

To date, this year 260,000 tax- 
payers have overcharged 


| themselves $1 or more, IRS, of 


course, returns the money by in- 
creasing a refund, deducting a 
bill ete. 

Director Browitt says all 
returns due refunds properly and 
timely filed will be processed 
before the end of May.

Prank Leads To Pony’s Death 


An Andover youngster’s horse 
suffered a painful death Tuesday 
afternoon because of someone’s 
thoughtless prank. 


“Daddy's Girl,” the seven year 
old pony hunter which Kathy 
Margerison has loved and ridden 
to horse show prizes for four 
years, was killed in a bizarre ac- 
cident on Lowell Street, because 
someone surruptitiously opened 
the gate of an Oriole Drive cor- 
ral, to let three horses run. 

“Daddy's Girl,”’ and the other 
horse and pony ran out, found 
their way up to Lowell Street, 
ran across and up on the lawn of 
Dr. Lindsay’s home and 
veterinary hospital, then turned 
to run down again. 

Mrs. Grace Lampariello, 5 
Hackney Circle, saw the pony 
coming and stopped her car to 
avoid the collision. The pony was 
coming too fast at the car, accor- 


ding to Mrs. Sanford Carlisle, 
owner of the other ponys; being a 
jumper, ‘‘Daddy’s Girl’ tried to 
leap over the car, with tragic 
results. She landed on top and fell 
into the windshield, which cut 
and shattered her hind leg in two 
places. ‘‘Daddy’s Girl’’ ran off 
into the woods, streaming blood 
and screaming with pain. Here 
she was later found by Mrs. 


Carlisle, who was joined by’ 


Walter Margerison, 11 Oriole Cir- 
cle, Kathy’s father, and other 
searchers. 

Dr. Karen L. Anderson, an 
associate at Dr. Lindsay’s 
veterinarian hospital, ad- 
ministered an anesthetic in- 
travenously to sedate ‘“‘Daddy’s 
Girl” while Margerison held the 
suffering animal. Dr. Anderson 
confirmed that the leg had been 
too badly fractured to be saved, 
then shattered while the ponys 


ran away from the accident. A 
major artery had been severed, 
and the hunter pony had to be 
destroyed. 


‘‘People should realize the con- 
sequences of what they do,”’ said 
Mrs. Carlisle. ‘‘When someone 
deliberately let horses run loose 
in a town like this, where there is 
traffic, that person endangers 
the horses’ lives, and human 
lives too. You just don’t do that 
sort of thing. I only hope this 


prevents someone else doing this, 


as a prank.” 


“Daddy’s Girl’’ had won nine 
Championships and 18 Reserve 
Championships before her un- 
timely death, and in one year she 
and her 14 year old mistress, an 
eighth grader at West Junior 
High, has won 216 ribbons, in 
jumping, equitation, pony hunter 
and other competitions classes.

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Zero-Baseline Policy Approved 


I'he Andover school committee 
unanimously gave the green light 
last week to John Wragg’s zero- 
baseline budget control policy, to 
the new high school drinking 
policy (summary: no drinking, 
even if you're 18), and to hiring a 
reyional teacher for the visually 
Ivindicapped with federal funds. 

rhey gave the axe to the minor 
administrative position of head 
custodian, created three years 
ABO. 

rhe abolition of the head 
custodian’s position is part of a 
reorganization policy that will 
‘make senior custodians directly 
responsible to building prin- 
cipals. The schoolmen voted the 
policy after the superintendent, 
former head custodian Robert 
\IcClory and his attorney agreed 
on senior custodian status for 
MeClory at a ‘‘red circled”’ 
salary equal to his salary as head 
custodian, 

I'he Title VI-funded teacher for 
the visually handicapped for 
several neighboring communities 
will cost the town nothing, so 
aroused no opposition. 

Wragg’s budgets and expen- 
diture controls policy had been 
aired at a previous meeting, and 
vol a favorable reception from 
the four other committeemen. 
Business Vanager Ed Weil said 
last week that he already has 
begun taking advantage of 
Wragg's format suggestions. 

Wragg's policy motion, second- 
ed by Committeemen William 
KKing and William Lane stated: 
“School departmental budgets 
are to be prepared yearly and up- 
dated semi-annually from a zero- 
baseline. Items presented in the 
budget are to. be ranked accor- 
ding to priority. School com- 
inittee reduction or deletion of a 
low priority item in a given year 
would not preclude its inclusion 
at a future date. Accrued costs 
against all accounts are to be ac- 
crued and plotted monthly. 
‘Juarterly presentations to the 
town shall be made for all ac- 
counts as well as special warrant 
articles approved by Town 
Meeting.” 

\ 5 cent a day issue involving 
all schoolchildren and two 
separate $5 a day issues involving 
bus drivers and substitute 
teachers have committee ap- 
proval in substance, but await a 
final vote at the next meeting. 

Cafeteria Director Tony 
\langiafesti faces such high costs 
that school lunches must go up to 
35 cents a day, Weil informed the 
cominittee. Weil said the price 
rise will open the possibility of 
larger lunches for the older 
students, which might slow down 
the high school students’ urge to 
cut out and head for the hamburg 
stands at lunchtime. Not much, 
perhaps, since this is viewed by 
the Student Advisory Council as 
not only hunger but a_ social 
preference, and a spring thing. 

One of the $5 a day issues rises 
from the extra busing runs which 
bring Doherty and Shawsheen 
students from their own 
neighborhoods to the schools 
which are assimilating them this 

spring during renovations at the 

two oldest elementary schools.

Employment 
Survey Due 


The Bureau of the Census will 
conduct a survey of employment 
and unemployment in this area 
during the week of April 16-20, 
Arthur G. Dukakis, Director of 
the Bureau’s Data Collection 
Center in Boston has announced. 

The survey is conducted 
monthly by the Bureau for the 
U.S. Department of Labor. A 
scientifically selected sample of 
households throughout the entire 
United States is interviewed. 
Imployment and unemployment 
statistics based on the results of 
this survey provide a continuing 
measure of the economic health 
of the Nation. 

The February survey showed 
that employment increased 
markedly while unemployment 
remained essentially unchanged. 
Total employment rose by 570,000 
to 83.1 million on a seasonally 
adjusted basis, following a small 
decline in the previous month. 
The Nation’s unemployment rate 
was 5.1 percent, about the same 
as in the previous three months 
but down substantially from the 
year-ago rate of 5.8 percent. 

Facts supplied by individuals 
participating in the survey are 
kept strictly confidential by law, 
and the results are used only to 
compile statistical totals.

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Planners 
To Study 
Merrimack 


The Merrimack Valley Plan- 
ning Commission together with 
the Corps of Engineers, New 
Iingland Division, have an- 
nounced the signing of a contract 
which will enable the MVPC to 
become an integral part of the 
Merritnack Wastewater Manage- 
ment Study. The objective of the 
eighteen-month project is to 
develop regional solutions to 
severe water quality problems in 
the Merrimack River, one of the 
nation’s most polluted 
waterways. The solutions will be 
developed through a coordinated 
public participation program 
known as ‘‘Open Planning.”’ 


Promising more detailed infor- 


ination as the project gets un- 
derway, Colonel John H. Mason, 
Division Engineer, noted, ‘“‘the 
Corps is looking to the MVPC 
for an expression of the objec- 
tives people in the Valley have 
for their region. The Corps is in- 
terested in basic issues like jobs, 
local economies, regional growth 
policy, and the question of who 
pays how much for cleaning up 
the river. We intend to design 
wastewater treatment systems 
that do much more than just 
treat sewage, and we want 
MVPC to help us decide how.” 

The Merrimack Wastewater 
Project is a joint Federal-State 
undertaking committed to fin- 
ding viable regional solutions to 
the water quality problems of the 
Massachusetts portion of the 
Merrimack Basin. The study will 
review all earlier and on-going 
waste disposal plans for the area 
and develop alternative water 
pollution control strategies that 
will meet the stringent re- 
quirements of the 1972 
Amendments to the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act. A 
full range of treatment 
technologies will be considered 
as they are applicable to 
municipal and industrial dis- 
charges and agricultural and 
urban runoff. 

MVPC Executive Director, 
Richard H. Young, emphasizes

that while an innovative 
systems approach is being 
taken to pollution control, water 
supply and land use development 
issues, the study will incorporate 
the implementation schedule for 
cities and towns already set by 
the Commonwealth and approved 
by Region I of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. ‘‘We won’t 
lose any time,’’ commented 
Young, ‘‘and yet we’ll end up 
with the advanced treatment 
facilities the law says we must 
have.”’

Headquarters 
for Merrimack Open Planning in 
the lower basin will be the 
Merrimack Valley Planning 
Commission, 477 Essex St., 
Lawrence. 

The Commission was in- 
strumental in the creation of the 
Greater lawrence Sanitary 
District, the only existing 
regional waste management 
authority in the lower 
Merrimack Basin. John J. 
Monteiro, Commission Chair- 
man, hailed the Corps contract 
aS a unique opportunity for the 
citizens of the Valley to harness 
the Corps’ capabilities in building 
the kind of future the Valley 
desires.

The ancient civilization of 
Mesopotainia flourished between 
the Tigris and Euphrates rivers. 
Although famous as the area 
where man’s first writing system 
developed, Mesopotamia produc- 
cd works of art that paralleled 
her literary achievements. 

Iixquisite jewelry of gold, 
silver, lapis lazuli and carnelian, 
discovered at the royal tombs at 
Ur, highlights the exhibition. The 
jewelry adorned the female 
attendants of the royal family 
buried at Ur. The Museum’s 
research has traced the source of 
the gold to an area near Sardis 
and the source of the lapis lazuli 
to Afghanistan, which suggests 
the extensive trade that existed 
in the Ancient Near East in the 
Third Millennium B.C. 

The cylinder seals on exhibi- 
tion represent one of the most 
fascinating means of expression 
employed in Mesopotamia, 
where stone was scarce. These 
cylinders were rolled across the 
surface to stamp out a continuous 
frieze of design and were used to

Passover 
Festival 
At Temple 


Passover Festival Services are 
scheduled to be held at Temple 
Mimanuel, 483 Lowell St., 
Lawrence, on Monday Evening, 
April 16, at 5:30 p.m. This vesper 
service precedes the home obser- 
vance of the Passover Seder 
which marks the beginning of 
this ancient and important 
Festival. 

The essence of Passover is spr- 
ing. Every aspect of the holiday 
rings forth with joy that the 
winter is past, that man is freed 
from the bondage of hibernation 
and slavery to the vagaries of 
rain and cold. Man’s love for 
woman, reawakened in 
springtime, is expressed in the 
synagogue reading of the biblical 
book, Song of Songs. 

More than any other holiday, 
Pesach is filled with symbolism,

reminding us of slavery and 
freedom. The rebirth of nature, 
compassion for the needy, and 
hope for a radiant future. 
l‘amilies gather together on the 
first night of Pesach to share in 
the ritual of repeating the story 
of the Jewish people’s exodus 
from Egyptian bondage to 
freedom in the Promised Land. 
The seder, which combines 
almost every symbolic element 
of the Passover celebration, is 
conducted from the Haggadah, 
one of the most widely printed 
and commented on books in all of 
Jewish tradition. 

Matzah, the crisp, unleavened 
wafers, are known by the tradi- 
tion as ‘“‘bread of affliction,’ to 
contrast with the softer, more 
easily digestible breads of the 
rest of the year. Scholars believe 
that matzah had its origins in the 
unleavened bread hastily made 
from the first sheaves of wheat 
from the spring harvest. The 
chametz, or sour dough leavened 
bread, was thrown out in favor of 
the fresh, newly made wheat 
flour. Later, the matzah grew to 
symbolize the affliction of the 
Jewish people in bondage in 
lXgypt - and in every other land. 

At the very beginning of the 
home seder service, a sprig of 
parsley, symbolizing the 
greenness of the spring, is dipped 
into salt water, reminding us of 
the tears shed by our forefathers 
in Egypt. The juxtaposition of the 
past and the hope of regenerative 
spring seems to typify the Jew’s 
concept of history: the most 
sorrowful’ episodes in our 
people’s history are always con- 
cluded - even in readings from 


the prophets in the synagogue - 
on a notevvot hone. 


Through synagogue > rituat, 
home services, and personal 
observance, the message of 
Passover is brought home to 
comtemporary Jews. Spring is 
the time to renew our dedication 
to freedom from slavery - 
slavery from every kind of op- 
pression. It is the season to 
spread everywhere Judaism’s 
message of the rebirth of life, 
hope and redemption for all 
mankind. 

Since Temple Emanuel follows 
the tradition of Liberal Judaism, 
as well as the tradition followed 
in Israel of observing seven 
rather than eight days of this 
Festival, services will be held at 
Temple Emanuel on Tuesday 
morning, April 17 at 10:30 a.m, to 
mark the beginning of the holi- 
day.

regional groupings which would 
have the power to tax which 
county government doesn’t have. 

The theory behind this is that 
county commissioners’ duties 
will become more open. With less 
diffuse and more defined powers, 
it is thought, public interest - now 
slight - will increase.

establishment in 1969 of the An- 
dona Society Scholarship Trust, 
increased each year with the 
eventual goal an endowment suf- 
ficient to completely support the 
college freshman scholarships , 
Andona now given annually to a 
graduating boy and girl from An- 
dover High School.

Building Drive in 1965, and 
supplied trampolines to the Y ac- 
livities at the Youth Center in 
1966. In 1969, the Society’s finan- 
cial support made it possible to 
renovate the building’s third 
floor now named the Andona Art 
\ttic. 

In 1972, Andona celebrated its 
20th anniversary and when the 
Andover - North Andover YMCA 
launched its building fund, An- 
dona responded with a pledge of 
$15,000. $5,000 of it already has 
been paid. Andona’s board of 
directors is represented on the 
YMCA’s board, and Andona 
members have been active in 
leading the YMCA activities for 
children. 

In these same years, Andona 
gave the town new playground 
equipment for the Recreation 
Park, and began organizing and 
Inanning its vision screening 
project to detect the dangerous 
eye condition of amblyopia in 
pre-school children, townwide; 
the group began giving two $500 
Andover Hgih School 
scholarships which have been up- 
ped to $750, then to $1,000 since; 
they have given $400 to Reality, 
Inc., for drug rehabilitation of 
young people, initiated summer 
camperships for deserving 
children, and expanded the 
society’s volunteer service field, 
along with continuing the annual 
inoney raising projects. 

President Perlowski 
emphasizes that it is not only An- 
dona members’ commitment and 
work which make possible the 
society’s financial contributions, 
-- it is also the Andover public’s 
response to the Andona 
moneyraisers.

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Editorial Comment 


Testing 

Testing within the Andover school system will be 
among the prime topics for discussion at the next 
meeting of the school committee, April 17. 

It has been subject to discussion in the past as the 
public schools go through the throes of program im- 
plementation. 

Evaluation of the system through the Stanford 
Achievement Tests, however, seems an improper 
guideline to employ. 

First, the SAT’s administered, admittedly have out- 
dated norms by which guidelines are applied. Thus, how 
can a system, or a student, be adequately or accurately 
measured? 

Secondly, if Andover is on a so-called open system con- 
cept, doesn’t testing defy the principle of allowing a child 
to progress at his own learning pace? 

Possibly through a discussion of the testing program, 
there could evolve an educational pattern to follow for 
the town’s public schools, but can such be accomplished 
in the spring of the year, using SAT programs which are 
in the process of currently being updated for ad- 
ministering in the next school year? 

A testing program in the Andover schools seems to 
border on an ego satisfying experience, as some parents 
request establishment of guides to measure their 
children against others in other schools, which really 
falls short of measuring individual accomplishment. 

Any use or application of tests to stack one school 
against another would be wrong, since such action would 
defy consideration of environment and abilities of the 
youngsters enrolled in an individual school. 

We view testing as a rather delicate subject in view of 
its possible implications, most serious of course, being 
that the youthful scholars could well become pawns of 
political and educational philosophies. 

We can only hope that any decisions made regarding 
testing and evaluation of Andover’s schools will be based 
solely on the benefits to accrue to the youngsters and not 
applicable to debate of the merits of various modes of 
education. 


Industry 


The recent decision by a large majority of Andover’s 
voters to supply the necessary utilities for new industry 
in West Andover, is, of course, a most proper and wise in- 
vestment, as we have contended for some time. 

Proof of the wisdom can be seen in Lowell Junction 
developments and also in the potential in West Andover. 

As for Lowell Junction, for which utilities and road im- 
provement was funded several years ago, a steady 
development of industrial or commercial building in the 
area has proven beneficial 

The Gillette Co., of course, was the motivating factor. 
But since they became an appealing, quiet Andovet te- 
nant in Lowell Junction, other smaller firms have built 
and located there, with another large firm now con- 
templating development. 

The IGA chain is planning construction of a large 
warehouse-office facility, which should substantially 
enhance Andover’s tax picture, pending final planning by 
the proposed developer. 

With the Hewlett-Packard decision of the voters fresh 
in mind, it is refreshing to note comments this week from 
officials of Arkwright/Boston Insurance Co., owners of 
the West Andover industrial land. 

It was indicated that if the sewer line were there now, 
then another prime tenant would be announcing its intent 
of locating there. Possibly within the year, the planning 
and development of the area will be advanced sufficient- 
ly to warrant consideration of a new industrial client at 
that time. 

We envision steady, periodic developments such as 
these as time goes on, thus providing the brighter 
economic future for the town predicted prior to town 
meeting and strengthened by the endorsement accorded 
Arkwright/Boston. 


Bad Move 


It seems wrong to punish a person for being successful 
which is almost the case in the rejection of new zoning to 
accomodate a veterinary hospital zone on Lowell street. 

Dr. Richard V. Lindsay, for the second time in as many 
years had appealed to voters at town meeting for permis- 
sion to expand his facility. 

Reason for the expansion is the increased practice, 
which has resulted in additional professional assistance. 

During the year, following the initial rejection of an ar- 
ticle in 1972, Dr. Lindsay worked with the planning board 
in developing rigid standards to permit expansion of his 
offices and facilities. 

We do not particularly subscribe to the contention that 
the regulations as spelled out in the proposed new 
regulations were not protective enough for the town. 

They seemed adequate enough to insure the proper 
conduct of needed service. Traffic conditions really 
should not enter the consideration since Lowell street, as 
a feeder to an expressway, will ever be a heavily- 
travelled thoroughfare, regardless of additional develop- 
ment. 

Most pertinent point in the whole town meeting discus- 
sion, seemed to be that of Mrs. Margaret Keck, chair- 
man of the planning board, who explained that in 
development of the town’s master plan, veterinary 
hospital zones were honestly overlooked in consideration. 

It was an honest mistake which was in need of correc- 
tion at town meeting. It failed to gain a two-thirds ma-

- Take off your snow tires.

Bill Would 
Aid Law 
Officers 


Congressman Paul Cronin to- 
day introduced legislation to 
provide additional federal in- 
come tax relief for full time law 
enforcement officers. 

The bill would provide for tax 
exemption for the first $5,000 of 
gross income for law enforce- 
ment officers. It would mean, for 
example, that an unmarried of- 
ficer earning $8,500 would save a 
total of $1,000 in taxes. A married 
inan with two children earning 
$10,000 would save $874 in taxes. 

Cronin stated ‘This legislation 
would serve to increase the take 
home pay of our law enforcement 
officers who serve the communi- 
ty so selflessly. It would also 
represent an increased incentive 
for young men and women in the 
community to pursue this most 
important of professions.”’ 

Cronin continued ‘‘We obvious- 
ly need to do much more to in- 
sure that law enforcement of- 
ficers, who play such an impor- 
tant role in our society, are ade- 
quately and justly compensated. 
This legislation would be an im- 
portant step in that direction.”

The five member Student Ad- 
visory Council is working to 
shape up a ‘“‘lunch break’’ 
proposal that the high school ad- 
ministration can accept, so it will 
have a chance of school com- 
mittee approval. 

The S.A.C. told the committee 
at their joint meeting last week 
that many students would like to 
leave the school for lunch during 
the three-period lunchtime, but 
the schoolmen indicated they 
probably would disap- 
prove. ‘Remember this is the 
first time we've said no to you,” 
Chairman Dr. Frank Griggs said 
to Steve Alexander, Carnell 
Cooper, Buddy Edelstein, 
Meredith Moody and Dave 
Sweetser. 

“You haven’t said no yet, so 
you've said maybe,’’ was Steve 
Alexander's rejoinder, and the 
high school’s elected represen- 
tatives are now trying to meet 
administration and school com- 
mittee objections to the idea. 

Possible merchant disapproval 
was one reservation, but it turn- 
ed out to be a myth. Alexander 
showed the TOWNSMAN results 
of a poll of 24 downtown 
merchants the council has just 
made. Only one merchant ob- 
jected, three or four said they’d 
not be affected one way or 
another, while all the rest voiced 
approval. 

Other administrations reser- 
vations are valid ones, the Stu- 
dent Advisory Council says, and 
they are tryingto find answers to 
the pitfalls of traffic problems, 
parental disapproval, sheer 
numbers, and irresponsible 
abuse of the program. To begin 
with, the council says itrealizes 
that the plan can’t include 
sophomores, and it can’t be for 
all juniors and seniors. 

“It’s got to be a tight, con- 
trollable system,’’ said Alex- 
ander. 

“We're going to talk with 
parents at the high school’s next 
Parent Teacher Student 
meeting,’’ Meredith Moody said, 
‘‘to help us design a plan parents 
can go along with.” 

The Council has a good batting 
average so far with its proposals. 
Last week they reported on the 
promising beginning of the Alter- 
native Interest Plan which they 
initiated, with school committee 
approval, and which High School 
Principal Philip Wormwood and 
Assistant Principal Gerald 
Silverman see as very promising. 

Students in the Alternative 
Interest Program take time out 
from school for work experience, 
for which they contract with a 
supervising adult (employer) for 
no pay, but for school credit for 


work done in school hours. This  %:. 
program is carried on only part 


of the school day, along with 
regular classes. It seems to be a 
lifesaver, or at least a 
schoolsaver for one girl, who was 


getting bottom grades and about 


to leave school, according to 
Silverman. She is still in school, 
her grades have gone up, and she 
is thriving in her dental assistant 
contract work. 

The Council was also 
successful in changing the wor- 
ding of the new high school drink- 
ing policy to include adults as 
well as students. The policy 
prohibits evidence of consump- 
tion of alcohol on campus, as well 
as signs of the influence of 
alcohol at school related ac- 
tivities. The school committee 
agreed that the policy should not 
apply to students alone, and both 
bodies gave the drinking policy 
their unanimous o.k. last week 
with the new wording. 

The Student Advisory Council 
voiced a student request to in- 
crease the parking space at the 
high school, and this got un- 
qualified high school administra- 
tion backing. The school com- 
mittee directed Business 
Manager Ed Weil to look into the 
matter, and get prices. Although 
some members did not object to 
high school parking at the West 
Junior High lot, Wormwood said 
the high school didn’t feel it had 
control over this area, which is 
out of sight.

McQuade said, indicate the town 
would not be getting back half the 
cost of picking up, storing and 
eventually disposing of the 
recyclable material for sale. 

McQuade said that if the 
selectmen affirmed their 
original position on the matter of 
recycling, the mechanics will be 
worked out but warned it would 
be costly. 

Selectman French then noted 
that while he was all in favor of a 
recycling program, he could not 
approve of such if it proved to be 
impractical from a cost stand- 
point.

SAC Works On Proposal 


Mrs. Elaine Katz, who headed 
a study group which originally 
presented the idea to the 
selectmen, noted the town 
meeting appropriations dealing 
with the recycling program, to 
which there were no objections. 

She referred to the approval as 
sense of town meeting in ap- 
proving of recycling and asked 
the selectmen to follow through 
on the matter. 

Mrs. Dana Duxbury, a member 
of the Finance Committee, said 
she objected to any contract 
which did not consider the 
economic benefits of the 
transportation cost of reuseable 
materials. 

After considerable further dis- 
cussion on the matter and possi- 
ble solutions, the board, on mo- 
tion of Edmund Sullivan ap- 
proved having a recycling 
program, the same to be included 
in the contract to be placed out to 
bid, with a ‘‘one-year-out’’ 
clause, and evaluation of costs in- 
cluded. 

Another option to be con- 
sidered in the contract is the 
separate pickup and disposal of 
garbage. As matters stand, 
Billerica the prime site for 
deposit of refuse, provided a 
Woburn contractor is the 
successful bidder, will not accept 
garbage and trash combined. 

Other factors with which the 
board must still wrestle in the 
matter of refuse disposal is the 
commercial and industrial 
tenants of the town, who will not 
be included in the new contrac- 
tural service for the town. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin reported to the selectmen 
that he had received one com- 
plaint from a major local in- 
dustry regarding the suspen- 


sioning of a landfill facility of 


refuse pickup. 

‘Selectman French noted that 
the board was not insensitive to 
the problem but at this time only 
the residential pickup was being 
considered.
